The President of the United States Raving by Proclamation, bearing date* 
the 17th day of March last, required Congress to convene on the 31st day ot 
May next, and the period lor which the members of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the Congress of the United States from the State of Alabama,hav- 
in2 according to the established usage of the Government, expiied on the It l 
of March last, and there being no provision in the laws of this State for the 
election of members of the popular branch of the National Legislature, be¬ 
fore the first Monday in August next; I have considered it my duty under 
the power confided to me by the Constitution, to convene the Legislature, m 
order to provide by law, for the election of members of thq House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, at a time prior to the period fixed by the existing law, so that the 

people of Alabama may not be unrepresented in this extra session ot Con¬ 
gress. I beg leave, therefore, to recommend the passage of a law providing 
for the election of members of the House.of Representatives tn the ongress 
of the United States, at the earliest period consistent with a freehand ample 
exercise of the elective franchise, which ought never.to be abridged^ or im¬ 
paired ; and in order to guard against a similar difficulty in future, the law
